As tl)a bottis passed alter the little 
koras hod trotted away with Its own- 
er, Ulyssns’ disoppolnlment and sng- 
erneos for poes s sslon Increased, and 
he finally begged his lather to pay tbe 
$25 demanded. His father said that 
$ra was all the animal wss worth, but 
desired it so much, he

Ulysses forget this one Instance when 
he was behind tbe rest In cleverness. 

He kept the horse for several years, 
and finally sold It for twenty dollars, 
the poor animal having become blind. 
Liter he found it taken Irom tbe read 
■nd working the treadwbeel of ■ ferry 
boat which plied between the Ken- 
tucky and Ohio banks of the Ohio 
river.
